Ukrainian poet, Tnrns Sliov- 
chenko, generally considered "tho 
Shakespeare of Ukralno" dono in 
oils by Hadcbcnko, a new Canad- 
ian, now resident In Montreal and 
an Icon of Our Lady, typical of 
tho Ukrainian Icons of the Six- 
teenth Century, which were very 
widely acclaimed throughout Eu 
rope. 

Tho Icon Is a religious form of 
painting which forms an lnsepar 
oblo part of tho Hyzanllne roll 
glous art. All Ukrainian Orthodox 
and Eastorn Catholic Churches 
treasure nbovo all their "Iconos- 
tns". Tho Iconoslas Is a frame- 
work "wall" or barrier, built in 
all churches of tho Byzantine rito, 
separating tho altar from tho 
people (not completely of rourse), 
and holding tho frnmes contain 
lng the Icons. 

The priest or minister officiât 
lng communicates with tho faith- 
ful through tho "Csnrekl Dvorl" 
(Lord's dates or Doors), which 
during Ihe Transformation must 
ho closed. The Icon on display was 
I done by a recent refugco from 
Ukraine, Mychajlo Oslnchhk, now 
resident in New York.

For 
tbo Inhabitants of Egypt lie bns 
Incorporated n new bind act, 
tbe first, step taken to break up 
tbo Inrgo estates which former- 
ly existed in Egypt* 
In conclusion Weir added that 
tho Western World should look 
Neguib BS "a man of puro motive, 
worthy of their coopération".

Mr. Donner was born in a small 
town in Indiana In 1 SG4. He 
moved to Philadelphia at nn early 
age, and started himself in the 
Htcel Industry through which he 
amassed his fortune. 

Heing deeply interested in medi- 
cal research, ho donated the sum 
of $232,355 to McQlll University 
for the erection of such n building. 
Tho corncrstono for the Donner 
Building was laid on September 
27, 1947. The building houses tho 
Maxwell Luutermnn laboratories 
for experimental surgery, the can- 
cer experimental laboratories of 
Dr. .1. Ernest Ayre, and labs for 
biophysical research. 

Mr. Donner donated $54,000 In 
the 194G-47 session for the estab- 
lishment of a fellowship in histol- 
ogy in the Faculty of Medicine at 
McGill.

come out of the Korean POW exchange is 
that of Patrick Lydon, private in the Brit- 
ish Army. When Lydon, age 26, came home 
after 21 months in prisoner-of-war camps, 
he fdund himself facing charges of coward- 
ice in battle before a military court. 

Charged with lying in a. trench, "cring- 
ing with fear", during an engagement with 
the Chinese, and with disobeying an officer 
who ordered him to stand up and fight, 
Lydon was found guilty last week, and 
sentenced to a year in jail and discharge 
with ignominy. He is, in the words of the 
prosecuting officer, "a coward who did not, 
in everyday language, have the guts to go 
on." Refusing to move when ordered to do 
so, he was soon captured by the advancing 
Chinese. 

• In themselves, court-martials finding 
men guilty of 'cowardice' are not astound- 
ing; in wartime, indeed, they are not un- 
common. However, what drew particular 
attention JLo the incident, the only one of 
its kind affecting British troops in Korea, 
was the case for the defense. 

Arguing with combat officers on Ly- 
don's behalf were civilian psychiatrists. The 
soldier "misbehaving before the. enemy", 
suffered, it appears, from "pathological 
anxiety" and has a mental age of twelve. 
Two members of his family are known to 
have had nervous breakdowns; Lydon him- 
self is described by psychiatrists as "soc- 
ially inadequate" and what he did, "some- 
thing over which he had no control". Yet 
he was found guilty by the five members 
of the court, all of them combat officers. 

Even one who recognizes the obvious 
need of maintaining discipline in an army 
— the primary job of which, in the last 
analysis, is to fight — is somehow dis- 
quieted by the entire proceedings. The first 
question which comes to mind is, of cour- 
se: Why is a man with a mental age of 
twelve sent into combat in the first place? 
Furthermore, assuming that a mistake was 
made in the original testing and assigning 
of Private Lydon, why was not the error 
rectified^after he had spent some time with 
his unit? Admittedly, it is not easy for 
' even a trained psychologist at all times 



stable; however, it must have soon become 
apparent that the man in question had the 
intelligence of a moron. Lastly, in view of 
all this, why after spending almost two 
years as a prisoner of the enemy, was he 
sentenced to serve still one more in his 
own country? 

Admittedly, there are two sides to the 
question. Lydon clearly disobeyed orders 
and one who does so in the army commits 
a crime. Then again he may have been set 
up as an example; if so it was a remark- 
ably ill chosen one. The officers of the 
court-martial would certainly have been 
shocked were a boy of twelve thrust into 
action on the front lines. Yet Lydon, though 
;wenly-six, is mentally comparable to a twel- 
ve year old. Again were a man diseased 
he certainly would not be expected to fight. 
Yet Lydon, mentally ill, became an army 
criminal because he could not control his 
fear as a healthy man does. 

The case of this private typefies the 
strange approach to mental disease and the 
mentally retarded which prevails in our 
society. Although it is quite 'normal' to be 
physically ill, such is not the case with 
the diseased in mind. They are still regard- 
ed in too many circles as having done some- 
thing wrong. Despite the many inroads that 
psychology has made on fields from which 
in the past it was barred, progress here is 
not fast enough. One can no more reason- 
ably expect equal performances in any giv- 
en situation from men with varying mental 
capacities than one can hope for similar 
results from various runners in a mile race. 
And one certainly wonders whether combat 
officers are the best equipped to try a ment- 
ally ill individual. 

However, in army matters, clearly "ours 
(is) not to reason why". We readily grant 
that the necessary structure of any army 
does not lend itself to upholding the rights 
and dignity of the individual. Court-mar- 
tial, of course, must remain a part of that 
structure. Nevertheless, reading the ac- 
count of the trial, we were left wondering 
just how enlightened our twentieth century 
society really is, all reports notwithstand- 
ing.

It was with much Interest that I read tlio 
letter submitted by Anna M. Clenclnla concerning 
"The Stupid Masses". It seems to me that the 
WUsoninn doctrine of "open covenants openly 
arrived at", of which sho approves In toto, has 
outlived its usefulness In promoting International 
agreements to keep the peace. It seems that 
Miss Clenclala, while taking Into consideration 
only the relations between the electorate and the 
statesmen, has omitted to consider the relations 
between statesmen themselves. 

John Fraser's report on the Hon. Lester H. 
Pearson's notable address also mention his stress 
on, "policies and agreements, reaclud In nego- 
tiations, must ho public in a democratic state", 
and that, "the pcoplo have a right to know the 
policy wlioso failure might involve them in a 
war." It scorns to me that we should note with 
Interest a statement advocating confidential ne- 
gotiations by a person who has served as Prési- 
dent of the United Nations Assembly, all tho 
more so for that very reason. 

Mr. Pearson is not advocating the abolition 
of public opinion as a factor in international 
politics, but rather the creation of an informed 
public opinion, which, although ft naturally 
guides the policies of statesmen, does not serve 
to disrupt diplomacy by uninformed pressure. It 
seems unrealistic to approach "public opinion" 
as a vital force la itself — public opinion, as 
t 



political pressure, is in itself guided and Influ- 
enced by events. 

I would agree with Miss Clenclala that "tho 
question 0 f maintaining contact between tho 
elected government and Its electorate requires 
the most serious consideration." Yet this is not 
the problem which confronts present-day diplo- 
macy, but Is one step farther removed, namely, 
the removal of the obstructions to diplomacy by, 
let us face it. publicity hungry newspaper cor- 
respondents, et ni, who disturb tho very Impor- 
tant work carried on nt tho United Nations. Tho 
emphasis on disagreement and their publicity 
makes negotiation and compromise less possible, 
If not impossible. 



Editor's Note 

This Is the first in a series of 
articles by Davo Crier about tha 
WUS Seminar held In India last 
summer. Grier, former Edilordn- 
Chlef of the Dally, was one of a 
group of three students who re- 
presented McGIII at the Semi- 
nar. While at the Seminar, which 
lasted 13 weeks, Bob Paullcttc, 
who was also a delegate, snap- 
ped colour slides; these will bo 
shown In tha Union Ballroom on 
Wednesday, Nov. 18 at 8 p.m. 



Mr. Pearson, in deploring "premature public- 
ity", Is voicing tho desires of all tlwso who wish 
to use tho United Nations for what It was creat- 
ed, an assembly of nations which through nego- 
tiation reaches agreements to keep tho peace, 
and not as some would have it .a sounding board 
for propaganda nnd publicity designed to do tho 
opposite. Ho is not advocating tho closed diplo- 
macy of Metternich and Castlercagh, but rather 
a quiet place In which to talk things over. Tho 
creation of educated masses through university 
training would naturally help In forming intelli- 
gent public opinion, but tho business of world 
affairs will nonetheless still fall on those shoul- 
ders willing to aocept tho burden.

The term 'Indian Summer' meant just that to some 40 Canadian University stu- 
dents and staff returning to their universities this fall. They have just returned from 
India where they spent the summer studying the land, its people and their problems. 
Along with 80 others from 20 countries around the world from the U.S. to Japan, they 
.were participants in the 5th International Summer Seminar of the World University Ser- 
vice of Canada, held on the theme: 'The Human Implications of Development Planning'. 

The seminar was the major educational activity for the year of the World Universi- 
ty Service, which is an international association of members of the world university com- 
munity, devoted to material relief, international education and research, and the promo- 
tion of international understanding on the university level. In line with the aims of the 
organization^ the seminar was designed to be something of an experiment toward the 
idea of an international university community in miniature. It was thought that one of 
the few ways of attaining real communication and understanding between people and 
groups of people is by personal contact and .by community living; when the people involved 
have widely differing cultural and 'ethnic' backgrounds, this proposition is doubly true. 
The seminar was an attempt to overcome the barriers of race, creed, and custom, in the 
university milieu. 

The students and staff, North American, European, Asian, and from the Middle 
East and Africa, lived together in close association for five weeks at Mysore City in South 
India. There they took part in an intensive program of lectures, discussions, films, and 
visits to villages and factories. Emphasis was put on community living, each member of 
the seminar sharing a room with a participant from another part of the world. 

The seminar was Jointly direct- 
ed by Dean G. H, Lcvcsquo of 
Laval University, and by Dr. Zaklr 
Husnln, Vlco-Chancellor of the 
Muslim University nt Allgarh. 
Unfortunately, Dean J„evesque 
was taken ill during tho seminar, 
and wns forced to resign his post 
to Eugeno Forsey, Research Dir- 
ector of tho Canadian Congress of 
Labour. Staff wcro drawn from 
all fields of study nnd from dif- 
ferent countries, while special 
speakers in abundance visited for 
short periods. 

After the scmlnnr Itself, the 
North American nnd ICuxopenn 
tlelrRntos went on 'study tours' 
of tho ludo-Pnklstnu Mibsontln- 
ent, Tho group wns divided Into 
three; ono group travelling up 
tho West coast Into West Pak- 
istan; the second going to t.'eyî- 
on, then tip tho rcntrnl plain 
to Kashmir; tho third group 
travelling up tho East coast to 
Calcutta and then up tho 
Gange» valley to Delhi. All 
groups met nt Delhi nnd comp- 
ared notes, and then tho stud- 
ents spent two weeks in Indi- 
vidual travel and sight-seeing. 
The group finally met lu Ham- 
bay nnd flciv home. 

Evaluation 
To evaluate such a seminar 
would he an extremely difficult 
task, for much of tho value must 
bo In Intangibles: the awakening 
of minds to new ideas; increased 
insight and maturity of tho Indi- 
viduals involved. Not only did the 
participants gain greatly In un- 
derstanding of another world, but 
they gained new perspective on 
their own. 

Tho theme of tho seminar 
was calculated to bring up for 
discussion some of the basic 
questions that fnco mankind 
today: How docs scientific and 
material development affect 
man's way of living, his way of 
thinking ? Can this develop- 
ment he harnessed to proper 
spiritual ends ? How do the 
relationships within a society 
change with urbanization nuu 
industrialization ? What Is the 
relationship between education 
and the proper functioning of 
democracy ? Can one plan, not 
only for tho physical develop- 
ment of a land's resources, but 
for tho development of tho 
character of Its people ? Should 
una ? These nnd many other 
questions kept students nnd 
professors alike discussing nnd 
arguing far Into tho night. One 
is tempted to quote: 'True univ- 
ersity education comes from tho 
meeting of mind with mind in 
consideration of vital Issues' . . . 
sometimes fur into the night in 
'bull-sessions'. 

Important issue 
And few Issues could be more 
vital than those which were 
argued over and over nt the 
World University Service seminar. 
The problems which tho ISasi is 
facing today, nnd tho solutions 
which tho East may reach, have 
and will havo Important implicat- 
ions for tho West. The tag phrase 
used to boost the aid programs: 
'Their problems are our problems', 
enn turn out to bo uncomfortably 
true. Not only Is tho world ono 
In political and economic terms — 
so that what happens in ono part 
must affect the rest, but the dif- 
ferent parts of tho world are 
actually facing the samo problems, 
especially when one Is talking in 
sociological terms, and politics, 
economics and sociology are inex- 
tricably bound together. 

Democratic methods 
What more Important question 
than this ? Is democracy capable 
of rapid development in material 
terms, when this development 
involves vast social change, and 
when the educational standard 
considered baslo to the democratic 
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process Is lacking ? Just next 
door to India Is Communist China, 
where a totalitarian government 
s devoting much of its resources 
to rapid development and indus- 
trialization, India Is trying to do 
the samo thing by democratic 
methods, nut it one thinks in 
purely material terms, tho quest- 
ion of which will come closer to 
success Is by no means a closed 
question. It is said by some, Mint 
a totalitarian government can he 
moro efficient than n democratic 
one, nnd can change things rapid- 
ly, because it. docs not havo to 
wait for the Blow progress of 
public opinion. 

Borne Indians nro strongly 
tempted to think that what is 
needed in India for rapid prog- 
ress is totalitarianism, commun- 
ist totalitarianism, and that 
only this kind of a regime can 
change the situation fnst 
enough, thnt it needs co-erclon 
to get landlords to give up 
their lands, to get farmers to 
form cooperatives, to change 
their agricultural methods. The 
people who think this way havo 
a point, but as yet the people 
who matter In India are conv- 
inced that progress is of no 
valuo unless It Is dcmocrntle 
progress, planning worthless 
unless It is democratic plan- 
ning. In short, Indln refuses to 
disregard tho human implicat- 
ions, and insists on democratic 
development, however slow nnd 
fumbling it may he. Whether 
the progress achieved in this 
way will he sufficient and rapid 
enough to satisfy the demands 
of n people who want food and 
clothing: this is tho crucial 
question. 

Discussion of questions such as 
theso naturally arose out of con- 
sideration of the specific problems 
of India and of Kouth-Enst Asia 
In general, and of tho steps that 
are being taken to meet them. 
Tho program of the Bcminar was 
divided under threo general head- 
ings: Tho Situation — (Tho so- 
cial, cultural, and religious back- 
ground); Tho Plans — (The var- 
ious development plans of India 
and tho South-East Asian count- 
ries, Colombo Plan, Point Four 
UN Tcchnlcnl Assistance) ; The 
Human Implications. Tho memb- 
ers of tho scmlnnr also met In 
small 'commissions' to discuss 
subjects such as tho effect of 
colonial rulo on tho countries 
under consideration, tho part 
played by religion, tho place of 
tho co-operativo movement, phy- 
sical resource possibilities, adult 
education, mass communications, 
and so on. 

Exchange of Ideas 
However, tho main value of the 
seminar will not havo come from 
tho conclusions reached (and Ind- 
eed, few wfcro reached), or from 
Information gained — but from 
Impressions gained . from living 
and talking with them, the people 
of another part of tho world,

how tho peoplo think. With this 
In mind, It might ho well to con- 
sider tho seminar Itself us an 
introduction to tho study tourn, 
whero the students nud professors 
had a real chance to meet IndliinH 
and to sec India. Indeed, 0110 
night say that true knowlodgo and 
understanding can only coinc l>y 
Involvomcnt In a new frame of 
reference. It is a well known fact 
that information only hns value 
when It Is scon In tho correct 
frame of reference. Thus much of 
the information that is exchanged 
botwoen peoples of different cul- 
tures and customs, with different 
norms, becomes misleading, and 
even positively harmful, especially 
when put In necessarily abbreviat- 
ed form for newspapers, radio, 
or films f Tho ideas that many 
Indians havo of North American 
llfo are fully ns ridiculous as 
some of tho ideas that North 
Amerlcnns nro apt to have about 
tho llfo of tho East — something 
based on Senator McCarthy, It I lu 
Hayworth, divorce statistics, and 
gangster movies. It seems that the 
only way those false Impressions 
can bo corrected is by personal 
contact. 

It would no doubt lake years 
of living In India Hip a West- 
erner lo fully appréciai»! and 
understand the Indian frame of 
reference, but nt least students 
and professors of tlic World 
University Service seminar linve 
hail n chance to gain Mime sort 
of preliminary understanding — 
and will try to contribute this 
knowledge and insight to the 
international thinking of Can- 
ndian communities. The ac- 
complishments of the seminar 
can be most valuably rated, I 
think, in terms of attitudes. Wis 
should realize, that attitudes 
can bo ns important as things, 
and that our relationships with 
other people nrc hound to affect 



us as much as the things we eat 
and drink. The effects or the 
seminar will bo felt to varying 
degrees in «lie lives of nil those 
who took part. Not all, perhaps, 
will reach positions of great 
power where they can change 
the destiny or their country. 
Yrt I believe that tho attitudes 
which they carry rrom the se- 
minar and rrom India will give 
I hem new Insight into the 
minds or other people, mid n 
new appreciation of the worth 
of their fellow men. 

If wars lire made in the minds 
of men, then tho 5th International 
Summer Seminar of tho World 
University Service was an attempt 
towards building the defense of 
peace in tho minds of men — 
building by understanding.

was the naming of a Festival slto. 
Tho site, allotod by rotation, falls 
this year to Macdonald Collego 
and Martin LlBhman was called 
upon by tho chair for his summary 
of what arrangement» Mucdonald 
could make townrds holding the 
1954 Festival. Mr. Llshnian re- 
plied that enquiries hud boen 
nïade and that certain dlffucultles 
of rehearsal time and staging 
mndo Macdonnld's task rather dif- 
ficult for this year. Other dele- 
gates were thon asked If they had 
bettor facilities available. Dosplte 
such short notice, three other 
delegations still managed to offer 
provisional arrangements awl ftio 
conference concluded that a fur- 
ther roport should be tabled by 
each university so as to roach a 
final decision regarding the Festi- 
val site by Docembcr 1st. 
-/.■"■"• 
The conference "then went on to 
consider constitutional changes. 
Five changes were adopted: 

McGlll made tho motion that 
threo adjudicators bo lined In the 
judging of Festival entries In or- 
der to obtain a more objective 
criticism. Previously only one 
adjudicator has been used. After 
somo heated discussion, it was 
decided that In accepting a panel 
of three adjudicators, only one or 
two might he drawn from unlver- 
sltp faculties, nnd thnt all three 
Judges must go bl-lingunl. Under 
theso stipulations tho motion was 
cnrrled. 

A moro ambitious program 
for the league's magazine, "Tho 
Cnnadlnn Varsity Stage", was 
outlined so ns to include a more 
luxurious format nnd a wider cir- 
culation. 

Difficulties had arisen last year 
over the awarding of tho Jnckson 
Trophy. To avoid a recurrance of 
this trouble.' it was stipulated that 
the Jackson Trophy bo awarded 
to tho best production of a Can- 
adian play. To prevent Its being 
awarded to an Inferior piny, In a 
Festival In which perhaps only 
one or two Canadian plays aro 
produced, tho constitution was 
amended so that such a piny must 
gain nt least 75% or tho points 
accorded tho first place play In 
the Festival. The motion wns car- 
ried and tho amendment made. 

Tho sinking fund was Increased 
from SI 00.00 to $200.00. It was 
felt that this should bo enough 
to carry tho Festival through a 
period, of two or threo years 
,should It In future run in the red. 

A twc-ihour discussion look 
place over the admission of grad- 
uate students lo the cast of Festi- 
val plnyB. There had previously 
been a clause prohibiting this. Mc- 



Glll felt that this restriction was 
unnecessary and tabled a counter- 
amendmont. Their motion was 
finally carrlod with tho rider thnt 
such students bo full-time, enrol- 
led students at the university. 

The conference then entered 
discussion of Loyola'r report on 
the extension of the IVDL festival. 
Dlno Narrazano, author of tho re- 
port, envisaged four separate re- 
gional festivals within tho IVDL 
framework: these would be named 
C.'oiiBt, West, Central and Mari- 
time. 

Eventually, after such regional 
groups had boen sot up, a Festival 
of Festivals would bo held at n 
central point (provisionally Win- 
nipeg) at which the winning en- 
tries from each regional festival 
would compete. 

Already such an annual region- 
al gathering exists In the Mari- 
times and the hope wns expressed 
that It would adopt tho IVDL con- 
stitution as the first step towurds 
a dominion-wide drnmn league. 
The central section is already com- 
plete with tho notable exception 
of U. of Toronto, which has been 
Invited to join sevornl times to no 
avail. In ideal realization, the end 
result would bo an inclusion of 
63 universities and colleges across 
Canada nnd towards this realiza- 
tion tho committee recommends 
tho uso of tho monoy nt present 
remaining In surplus, some $250. 
00. Upon conclusion of tills dis- 
cussion, Martin Llshmnn of Mac- 
donald College was elected presi- 
dent of IVDL for the coming year 
and the conference was officially 
adjourned.
